Edsel Ford's statement follows: 

“We bought the assets of the old 
Lincoln company from the receiver 
appointed by the United States Dis- 
trict Court. No conditions were at- 
tached to the transaction and no 
Obligations were imposed upon us 
to pay either stockholders or cred- 
itors of the old concern. A fair 
value was paid the receiver for the 
property, and in addition we vol- 
untarily paid all the general cred- 
itors. This additional amount, ag- 
gregating more than $4,000.000, 
was paid purely out of generosity 
and without any obligation whatso- 
ever to do so. 


“In addition to this a gift of 
$363.000 in cash was made to Mr.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 18.—The 
Mexican Supreme Court by a vote 
of nine to two yesterday ruled that 
the Mexican petroleum can 
not be interpreted to deprive 
companies of property rights ac- 
quired prior to promulgation of 


the present Constitution in 1917. 

Representatives here of Amer- 
ican oil companies were satisfied 
with the decision. They dec'ared 
it indicates that all other injun?- 
tions in similar cases now before 
the Supreme Court will be decided 
the same way. The decision fives 
the American companies the majn 
point they have been fight'ny tor 
throughout the controversy with 
the Government. 

The court held that the 50-year 
period for concessions by the Gov- 
ernment was unconstitutional. {t 
laid down the principle that no 
limitation could be placed upon 
proprietary rights acquired before 
1917. 

Revocation of Permits Illegal. 

The decision specifically granted 
an injunction asked by the Mex- 
ican Petroleum Co., a subsidiary o* 
the Standard Oil of Indiana, against 
the revocation of drilling permits 
on land acquired by the company 
before 1917. The Government had 
revoked the permits because the 
company did not seek the 50-year 
concession as required in the pe- 
troleum laws. 

Salvator Urbina wrote the find- 
ing upon which the decision of the 
court was based. He contended 
that Article 14 of the Constitution, 
which sets forth that no law may 
be retroactive, forbids application 
of the petroleum laws to land ac- 
quired before 1917. 

He pointed out that another Con- 
gress might pass a law reducing 
the 50-year period to one or two, 
and that proprietors thus would be 
deprived of all rights. 

Four more decisions of the same 
tenor are needed to have the pe- 
troleum laws’ definitely declared 
unconstitutional, but it is expetced 
these four decisions will be quickly 
announced. 

Court's Decision in Part. 

Magistrate Salvador Urbina de- 
livered the court’s finding, which 
says in part: 

“The Constitution sets forth that 
petroleum deposits belong to the 
nation. One thing is certain, it 
either belongs to the nation or it 
does not, or it belongs and always 
will belong to private persons, or 
it is possible that we may find a 
medium within the Constitution 
which shall say as a basic priici- 
ple of all Federal legislation that 
petroleum belongs to the nation. 

“But explorations and exploita- 
tions of petroleum begun years ago 
and thousands of barrels extracted 
and companies legally constitute?

“I should therefore find in this 
Same constitutional legislation a 
form or a system which, while de- 
fending the constitutional princip!:

Appearing today at the inquest, 
Costa and Kojogna, plainly nervous, 
exhibited poor memories, and Cos- 
ta confessed: “I’m ashamed to tell 
you, Mr. Coroner, but I’m shaking 
in my boots.” 

Police Capt. Nally said: “Costa 
and Bologna know who killed San- 
tino, but are afraid. to tell.” 

Bologna’s Story of Killing. 

Bologna, who lives at 4476 Lab- 
adie avenue, testified: 

“T was seated at my desk in the 
office and Costa was standing over 
me, bawling me out for a mistake 
[ made, and Santino was just out- 
side the office, in the storeroom, 
when I heard a man walk up to 
the office and ask: ‘Is Mr. San- 
tino here?’ 

“I said, ‘Yes, he’s back there.’ 
Santino walked forward then and 
said, ‘I’m Santino.’ Then the man 

ran shooting, and Santino fell 
into the office, dead. I ducked.” 

“Did you get a good look at the 
man who shot Santino?” asked 
Deputy Coroner Dever. 

“No, I just glanced at him,” Bo- 
logna said. “I think he was an 
Italian, but I’m not sure. I be- 
lieve I’d know him again if 1 saw 
hii...” 

Costa, who lives at 5838 De Giv- 
erville avenue and is a professional 
bondsman and politician as well as 
ggocer, was reluctant to testify, ex- 
plaining he already had made state- 
ments to police. When his testi- 
mony was insisted upon, he spoke 
cautiously, prefacing his remarks 
several times with “As far as I can 
remember.”” He corroborated Bo- 
logna’s story. Asked if he had 
turned to look at the slayer, he an- 
swered: “I turned to get away.” 

Other Trouble at Grocery. 

Capt. Nally said there had been 
trouble on at least one other occa- 
sion at the grocery. Last summer 
he said, four men with revolvers 
were seen running from the store. 
Presumably, said the Captain, they

money——on the proprietors.

COURT'S SPECIAL 
FALL JURY INQUIR\ 


District Attorney, Behind 
Grand Jury Action on 
Tampering, Has Opinions 
in Case, He Says. 


‘FITTING SELECTION,’ 
REPLIES JUDGE: 


Resignation, However, 
From Body Seeking Facts 
as to Contempt, Accept- 
ed; Witness Annoyed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—An 
undercurrent of feeling which has 
pervaded the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court since the declara- 
tion of a mistrial in the Fall-Sin- 
claim oil conspiracy case, worked 
its way into the open today in an 
exchange of letters between Dis- 
trict Attorney Peyton Gordo nand 
Associate Justice Frederick L. Sid- 
dons. 

Tendering his resignation from 
the special committee named by 
the Justice to determine whether 
there had been criminal contempt 
in the oil jury scandal, the Dis- 
trict Attorney left little doubt as 
to his own view that action should 
have been taken by the court at 
the time of the filing of the affi- 
davits involving Harry F. Sinclair, 
the Burns detective who trailed the 
jurors and Edward J. Kidwell Jr., 
number 11, the talkative juror. The 
Justice accepted Gordon’s resigna- 
tion. 

In a letter to Justice Siddons, 
Gordon said he and the special 
Government oil counse] had filed 
the affidavits upon which a mis- 
trial in the case was ordered and 
added: 

“I was then, and am now, as 
were also the special Government 
counsel, convinced that there was 
reasonable cause to believe that a 
criminal contempt of the court had 
been committed, and I and those 
with whom I was associated were 
ready and willing to prosecute such 
persons against whom the court 
might see fit to issue a rule to show 
cause, or a citation why they should 
not be adjudged in contempt of 
court; and the affidavits thus pre- 
sented to and fileti in court were 
the basis and cause of the action 
of the court on Nov. 2, 1927, in 
me el «& juro ter .discharg- 

ytd from fr consid- 
eration of the case aad declaring 
a mistrial. 

“Since then, in my official ca- 
pacity,” Gordon added, “I have 
presented to the grand jury evi- 
dence on every phase of the situa- 
tion, and have quite positive views 
as to who should be prosecuted 
and the course I should pursue in 
that capacity. 

“In these circumstances it would 
seem to me that to act in my indl- 
vidual capacity as one of a com- 
mittee or with others not connect- 
ed with the Government to make 
an inquiry into a matter of which 
I am already cognizant, which. I 
have already decided in my own 
mind, and as to which I am already 
committed, might, as to the action 
I should take, place me in an 
anomalous and inconsistent posi- 
tion.” 

Justice Siddons’ Remarks. 

In accepting Gotdon’s resign- 
tion, Justice Siddons expressed re- 
gret “because a member of the 
bar of the court of many years’ 
standing, who believes that a con- 
tempt of that court, of a grave 
character, has been committed, yet 
nevertheless seeks to be relieved 
or excused when called upon by 
that court to assist it in ascertain- 
ing if that contempt has been 
committed and, if so, to aid in the 
administration of justice, by vindi- 
cating and maintaining its author- 
ity, if that authority has been de- 
fied. 

“The inquiry ordered to be 
made as to the alleged contempt,” 
Justice Siddons added, “is not a 
mere adjunct or make-weight cf 
the criminal prosecution and trial 
during the course of which the con- 
tempt is said to have been com. 
mitted, 

“It is an inquiry to determine 
whether, in the National Capital, 
the administration of justice tn 
one of the established courts thero- 
in may be successfully flouted ani 
defied, 

“It is peculiarly fitting that you. 
under these circumstances, should 
be selected with two other mem. 
bers of the bar to assist the court 
in ascertaining the truth of a mat- 
ter of such ‘grave concern,’ but 
your assistance, to be of use, would 
have to be ungrudgingly ana 
wholeheartedly given.”

ONE KILLED, 4 HURT 
WHEN EXPLOSION 
SHATTERS Sul? 


Accident Occurs on Vessel 
at Anchor at Baltimore, 
Md., Undergoing Re- 
pairs. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 18.—A 
terrific explosion tore the steamer 
Jacob Luckenbach to pieces today, 
killing one man, injuring five 
others, and blowing at least one 


man overboard. 

The explosion occurred on the 
first deck of the vessel, where 
workmen were said to have been 
engaged with an acetylene torch 
near a fue] tank. 

Every ambulance in the city was 
summoned to the yards of the Un- 
ion Shipbuilding Co., at Fairfield, 
on the southern edge of town, 
where the ship had put in for re- 
pairs. 

Thirty-five men were at work on 
board the vessel. Witnesses told 
of seeing pieces of the ship falling 
in every direction, 

Harry Hughes, an employe of the 
shipbuilding concern, was the first 
to reach the wreckage. “I heard a 
terrific explosion ‘and ran outside,”’ 
he said. “I saw pieces of the ship 
falling in every direction. I went 
to the aid of the injured men, but 
I don’t know how many there 
were.” 

The Luckenbach was an oil-burn- 
ing freighter which went on the 
rocks near Costa Rica some time 
ago and was towed here for scrap- 
ping. 

From a hospital operating table, 
where he awaited treatment for his 
injuries, Raymond Carson ‘said 
that “from the -way that boat 
rocked I don’t see how any of us 
got away.” 

“I was Working amidships with 
an acetylene torch preparing toc t 
loose some stuff,” said Carson, 
“when something happened. I don’t 
know what it was, there was a big 
roar and I was thrown to the deck 
and came to here in the hospital. 
Whatever it was, it cut loose down 
in the bunkers beneath me.” 

The cead man was identified as 
Todvil Simonsen of t?'- city, a 
lugger and crane man. 

First examination at Baltimore 
Hospital disclosed that Carson had 
a broken neck. All of the injured 
were thrown from 25 to 40 feet by 
the blast.

CITY. LOSES SEVEN 
SUITS OVER TAX ON 
INSURANCE FIRMS 


Supreme Court Upholds 
Law Permitting Deduc- 
tions on Reserves and Un- 


paid Policy Claims. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18.— 
The City of St. Louis lost seven 
suits over the taxation of insurance 
companies in a decision today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court ep 
banc. The court upholds the con- 
stitutionality of a law authorizing 
domestic insurance coaipanies to 
deduct their legally requirel  re- 
serves affa unpaid policy claims in 
making returns for taxation. 

City Assessor Gehner and the 
St. Louis Board of Equalization 
had ignored this law, contending 
it was unconstitutional, tn an at- 
tempt to bring the companies un- 
der a general taxation ‘aw and in- 
crease their -assessmenta. 

The opinion today was written 
by Chief Justice R. F. Waiker ina 
suit brought by the American Autoa- 
mobile Insurance Co. to quash an 
assessed valuation of $375,000 for 
1926 taxes. By stipulation, the de- 
cision also settled six sintiiar suits 
involving increased assessments 
against the Citizens’ Insurance Co., 
International Life Insurence Co, 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co., 
Central States Life Insurance Co, 
-American Central Insurance Co. 
and the Indemnity Co. of America 
Amount Involved Not Disclosed. 

The amount in taxes illegally 
levied through what the court held 
was an unauthorized exercise of 
the taxing power, is not disclosed 
in the opinion. The decision not 
only invalidates taxes on excess as- 
sessments of the company by the 
city for 1926, but will affect as- 
sessmenhts against them this year 
and hereafter. 

A loss of $391,609 in license 
taxes was suffered by the city a 
month ago, in a Supreme Court rul- 
ing that the city had no power to 
levy the St. Louis license tax on 
goods sold by the _ International] 
Shoe Co. outside the State, because 
it was an attempt to levy a city 
tax on interstate commerce. 

The seven insurance company 
suits involved the same legal points 
and the circumsta’.ces of increas- 
ing the assessments of the com- 
panies were similar. The American 
Automobile Insurance Co. made a 
return showing total assets of $4,- 
875,337 in Missouri, aside from real 
estate for which a separate return 
was made. The retur covered 
stocks, bonds, uncollected interest, 
cash in banks, office fixtures and 
miscellaneous items. Deductions 
claimed totaled $5,026,995, exceed 
ing the assets reported and leaving 
nothing to be assessed. Deductions 
included a reinstcance reserve f 
$3.066.357; $1,702.081 in unpaid 
policy claims; $256,869 in Govern- 
ment bonds and smaller items. 


City Rejected Dedtuctions. 


The St. Louis Board of Equaliza- 
tion rejected the deductions claim- 
ed in this return and placed an as- 
sessment Of $375,000 against the 
company, covering cash in banks, 
certain stocks and:bonds, and office 
fixtures.

The city’s contention : that the 
law was invalid because it created 
an exemption, in violati a of the 
constitution, was overruled by 
Judge Walker. He cited previous 
decisions of the court, holding that 
deduction of the .eserve and un- 
paid losses of an insurance com- 
pany was not an exemption, in the 
sense contended, and that revenue 
laws sometimes  ,ermit taxpayers to 
deduct their debts, not ar an ex- 
emption, but to determine the just 
amount of taxable property. 

Judge Walker held that in the 
face of a law, declared valid, that 
specifically fixed the method of as- 
sessing domestic insurance compa- 
nies, and in the absence of any 
law conferring power to tax prop- 
erty of such companies by -any 
method other than as authorized 
under section 6386, “the attempted 
exercise of such power is unau- 
thorized.” 

“The limitation upon the right to 
exercise the taxing power has been 
iterated and reiterated by this 
court until it can no longer be said 
to be a matter for controversy,” 
Judge Walker wrote. 

“An express statutory declara- 
tion as to the existence of the pow- 
er, although it may be general in 
its terms, is necessary in order that 


property may be taxed,” the Judge 
continued. “The subjecting of 
property to taxation either in the 
constitution or the statute, In the 
absence of a method prescribed for 
its assessment and the levy upc. 
the same, confers no power to tax. 

“As we have said in several 
early cases, in order that property 
may be taxed, it must, by law, be 
subject to taxation. By being sub- 
jectec to taxation is meant that a 
return of the same must by 
be requested of the taxpayer.” 

Dissenting Opinion. 

Judge White, in his dissenting 
Opinion, declared section 6386 (the 
section involved) was in direct con- 
flict with a provision of the con- 
stitution that all property subject 
to taxation shall be taxed in pro- 
portion to its value.

Conference, She Says 
Understanding Is Key to 
Co-operation. 


U. S. NOT TO BLAME 
FOR EUROPE’S WOES 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt 
Asks Why the Old World 
Hates America — Audi- 
ence Cries, ‘‘No, No!” 


By the Associated Prees. 

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 18.—A wom- 
an’s study conference, to consider 
what action is open to women citi- 
zens to promote peace and the 
League of Nations, opened here 
yesterday with 200 delegates rep- 
resenting 15 European countries 
and others throughout the worid, 
including the United States. Miss 
Ruth Morgan of the American 
League of women voters presided.; 

There were speeches by Dr. Lued- 
ers, woman member of the Ger- 
man Reichstag; Prof. Thomas Par- 
ker Moon of Columbia University 
of New York, and Sir Géorge Paish, 
editor of the London Statist. 

Lady Astor appealed for co-oper- 
ation and a will for peace. Refer- 
ring to Solomon as one of the 
world’s most successful rulers, ashe 
attributed his success to his having 
asked God for an undertsanding 
heart, and, she said, women of all 
lands longing for peace must also 
seek understanding hearts. 

It is hard for America to under- 
stand Europe, Lady Astor declared, 
and equally hard for Europe to un- 
derstand America, but this makes 
understanding between nations ail 
the more urgent. America appa- 
rently has been thoroughly misun- 
derstood in Europe. Flurope, she 
said, should not blame America for 
her troubles, 

Europe Must Have Peace. 

“The more.one thinks of FEu- 
rope,” continued Lady Astor, “crip- 
pled industrially and hampered by 
customs barriers, yet spending 
£400,000,000 annually for arma- 
ments, the more one realizes how 
difficult it is for America with none 
of these ee ad understand 
her. 


A merica, but it meatis Ife aeteith 
for Europe. America may, dread 

war as a theory, but Europe dreads 
it as a fact, and America May ob- 
serve that Europe has already 
proved by the way she clings to the 
League of Nations that she does 
not want any more wars.” 

Lady Astor concluded by saying 
that Europe does not d«fire Amer- 
ica’s money, but was bitterly dis- 
appointed by America’s refusal to 
enter the League of Nations be- 
cause she longs for America's help 
in keeping out of war, . 

Referring to the great advan- 
tages of women in English-speak- 
ing countries as “greater than those 
of women of any other countries,” 
she declared that the women of 
these countries could have @ great 
influence in maintaining peace 
since in her opinion world peace 
lies more in the hands of the Brit- 


ish Empire and the United States 
than those of any other people at 
present.

New York, president of the Inter- 
national Woman Suffrage Alliance, 
received a great ovation, evéry- 
body rising when she stood up to 
address the assembly on “one 
open door to peace.” 

She stressed on the importance 
of peace work by the Americas, 
While Europe had madé the Lo- 
carno pact, the best arbitration 
record, she said, was held by the 
two Americas, the leader being 
Brazil, which had an arbitration 
contract with every country in the 
two Americas and also had signed 
the optional clause of the Inter- 
national Court and had embodied a 
clause in its constitution undertak- 
ing never to go to war without first 
arbitrating. 

Mrs. Catt said that the real cause 
of resistance to disarmament and 
arbitration lay with the six a#o- 
called great powers, who have 
armies and navies with which te 
impose their will. None of these 


signed the optional clause. 

The United States and Great 
Britain favor land disarmament, 
she said, but when the question of 
naval disarmament artses both na- 
tions maintain the utmost stub- 
bornness. 

Asks Why Europe Hates U. 8. 

Mrs. Catt thanked Lady Astor 
for defending America and asked 
why other countries hated America 
so. This drew cries of “No, fo.” 
Mrs. Catt went on: “Whether this 
is true or not, we are sore and are 
growing resentful. and unless mat- 
ters improve we shall end by hat- 
ing each other.”

Bonds Nov. 29, for Roads, Parks,

Committee of 25 to Have Charge of Deciding 
How Money Shall Be Spent If Voters Ap- 
prove Plan — $10,000,000 for Highways. 


A proposal to issue $12,750,000 
in bonds will be sybmitted.to the 
voters of St. Louis County at a spe- 
cial election Nov. 29 to obtain 
funds for a comprehensive plan for 
highway improvement, to make a 
Start on a system of parks and 
playgrounds, to build a county hos- 
pital and to rebuild the Clayton 
courthouse and jail. 

It is proposed to vote $10,000,000 
for roads, $1,000,000 for parks and 
playgrounds, $1,000,000 for a -hos- 
pital and $750,000 for the court- 
house and jail. 

With a registered vote of ap- 
proximately 654.000, it is considered 
doubtful if more than 15,000 votes 
will be cast,.the vote at special elec- 
tions usually being Small. A similar 
bond-issue proposal in 1925, with 
provisions for $5,000.000 for roads 
and $715,000 for courthouse and 
jail, failed to receive .the necessary 
two-thirds favorable vote and was 
defeated.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18 — 
President Coolidge last night, at 
the annual Founders’ day méeting 
of the Union League of Phila- 
delphia, extolled the protective 
tariff as a bulider of the national 
prosperity and counselled against 
expenditures or tax reduction on a 
scale that would interfere with 


the quick retirement of the na- 
tional debt. 

It was possible, however, the 

President said, to have “further 
moderate tax reduction” and to 
“begin to consider internal devel- 
opments.” He declared that “flood 
control must be completed,”* 
The Union League, founded durs« 
ing the Civil War, is one of the 
strongholds of conservative Repub. 
licanism. In addressing ft, the 
President followed a precedent es- 
tablished by Lincoln and continued 
by various other Republican execu« 
tives. The League took the occm 
sion to give him a gold medal ia 
recognition of his public services 
and a certificate of honorary mem< 
bership. 

“The knowledge of your favor 
publicly declared,” the President 
said, “will add increased force tae 
the well-known admonitiom,. not toe 
be weary in well-doing, in the dis- 
charge of my office.”

BUILDING FOR JOURNALISM. 
From the Dayton News. 
ROF. FRANK LUTHER MOTT, director 
of the school of journalism at the Uni- 


versity of Iowa, tells 300 high school journ- 
alists convening there that “years' ago we 
could conceive of a school inside a news- 
paper office, but thought a newspaper of- 
fice inside a school incompatible.” 

A survey shows that there are 7000 pa- 
pers and 800 magazines published by high 
schools throughout the country, at a total 
annual expense of $7,200,000. Most of these 
publications are modeled on the general 
structure of the newspaper, having the 
same departments and meeting, in their 
own little world, the same needs. The stud- 
ents operate the advertising and news de- 
partments, as a rule, under the supervision 
of the journalism instructor. They get the 
smell of printer’s ink and are confronted on 
a small scale with problems they may ex- 
pect to meet later in a larger field.

maintained, that policy will have to 
be continued. In some few lines 
we can complete with all the world, 
but in general, our agriculture and 
our industry are compelled to 
make a larger outlay to provide 
their establishment, pay a very 
much higher rate of wages and 
therefore find their costs of pro- 
duction are greater than in foreign 
countries. Any material reduction 
in our general tariff rates wouN 
ultimately result in a drastic defla- 
tion of agricultural and industria! 
values, in the rate of wages, and 
in the standards of living. 


“Under our present system, our 
foreign commerce has reached the 
highest peacetime record and our 
national income has steadily in- 
creased to the enormous propor- 
tions of $90,000,000,000 for the last 
calendar year. This represents a 
volume of production and trade far 
in excess of that which any other 
country ever reached. It is the ze- 
nith of our prosperity. All of this 
should be considered in any appri- 
sal of the worth of our long-estab- 
lished policy.” 

The nation had demonstrated, 
the President said, that it could 
overcome adversity; now it was 
confronted with the test of pros- 
perity. 

Heart of Nation Sound. 

“There is nothing,”” he went on, 
“more likely to reveal the soul of 
a people. History is littered with 
stories of nations destroyed by 
their ownwealth. It is true that 
we have accumulated a small but 
a blatant fringe of extravagance 
and a waste, nourished in f€@leness, 
and another undesirable class who 
seek to live without work. 

“A successful people are always 
@ mark for the vicious and the 
criminal. But those are conspicu- 
ous mainly by contrast. The great 
mass of our people, whatever their 
possessions, are conscientious and 
industrious, seeking to serve hu- 
manity. They know that the doc- 
trine of ease is the doctrine of 
Surrender and decay. To the ef- 
fort which built this country, they 
are giving increased effort to main- 
tain it. The heart of the nation 
is sound.” 

Reviewing briefly the state of 
the national finances, the President 
said that millions of taxpayers had 
been entirely relieved of tax. bur- 
dens by. the three reduction bills 
since the war, and the national 
debt steadily diminished. He esti- 
mated that by the end of this fis- 
cal year nearly one-third of the 
debt will have been paid, at a sav- 
ing in interest alone of about $1,- 
000,000 a day. 

“But,” he warned, “well over 
$18,000,000,000 of debt still re- 
mains. It is a menace to our credit, 
It is the greatest weakness in our 
line of national defense. It should 
be retired as fast as possible under 
a system of reasonable taxation. 
This can be done only by continu- 
ing the policy of rigid government 
economy.”’ 

Waterway Development. 


AS a result of this policy of econ- 
omy, he said, it was now possible 
to consider certain developments. 
He named several. 

“Flood control must be complet- 
ed. A waterway system for the 
Mississippi Valley and its tributa- 
ries with one arm reaching to the 
Gulf and another to the Atlantic, 
probably through the St. Lawrence, 
is only a question of time. The 
Colorado River project is pressing, 
the Columbia basin not far dis- 
tant. On the sea we shall round 
out our navy with more subma- 
rines and more cruisers, and pri- 
vate ownership should provide it 
with an auxiliary merchant ma- 
rine of fast cargo boats. 

“On land we shall be building up 
our air forces, and especially by 
encouraging commercial aviation. 
We must promote peace. We hold 
@ great treasure. It must be pro- 
tected. Our relationship with the 
vast territories between the Rio 
Grande and Cape Horn in a com- 
mercial way will become more 
intimate. Much of that country

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The Reason Why. 


HE merits o: the “totaliza- 

tor’ in connection with pari- 
mutuel betting have been so well 
established by Australian and 
French tracks that many per- 
sons have wondered why they 
are not general use at our 
United States courses, where 
pari-mutuel plan betting pre. 
vails. 

The reason appears’ simple 
enough—the initial cost is too 
great for the average race course 
to consider. England has been 
investigating the rari-mutuel 
plan and the totalizator. Re- 
ports to the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee indicated a first cost of 
about $200.000 for the larger 
tracks. 

That is a heavy burden, but 
not so great when it is consid 
ered that the machine saves the 
labor of highlv-paid accountants 
(some of them get $25 a day 
and above that) to replace the 
totalizator 

The manufacturer of the ma- 
chine declares that this. price 
($200,000) is excessive and that 
a majority of British race 
courses could install a totaliza- 
tor for about $50,009. The num- 
ber of betting booths operating 
determines the cost of the ma- 
chine, he says.

The totalizator tells the pub- 
lic at anv time the exact num- 
ber of tickets sold on any horse. 
It is expressed tn terms of the 
low unit ticket (in this country 
$2) and thus ~— the bettor 
to know at all tfmes the odds 
against his or anv other horse. 

The employment of a totaliza- 
tor is a real restorer of public 
confidence, because there {is 
seemingly no way in which ft 
can be tampered with
